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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of prior art teaches that a touch pad to be attached to an electronic apparatus 
comprises a touch pad, a unit case for supporting an outer circumferential portion of the touch 
pad via a suspension to provide a space for sound emission between the case and the touch pad, 
and an electromechanical acoustic transducer for emitting sound into the space, as specifically 
claimed in claims 1 and 7, wherein the electromechanical acoustic transducer is connected to the 
case and emits the sound into the space, and wherein the energy of the sound emitting from the 
acoustic transducer causes the touch pad to vibrate and thereby to output sound outside the 
electronic apparatus.
